SILVER PLUME, Colo. (AP) 


— The cream of the Wichita 
State University football team, 
its top athletic- officials and 
some of its most loyal fans were 
killed Friday when their game- 
bound plane crashed into a 
mountainside while tying, to 
cross the Continental Divide. 


Twenty-nine persons, 13 of 


them players, were killed. Elev- 
en persons—including nine play- 
ers, a copilot and a team trainer 
—survived. 


The Colorado State Patrol 


said there was no chance of oth- 
er survivors among the 40 per- 
sons listed as passengers and 
crew on the twin-engine Martin 
404. 


The aircraft, 
dubbed the 


"Gold Plane" by the team, was 
one of two taking the squad, its 
coaching staff and boosters to 
Logan, Utah, for a game today 
with Utah State, where the 
Shockers hoped to break a 
three-game losing string.

Nixon Confers With Heath 
On Mideast, Meets Elizabeth 


CHEQUERS, "England (AP) 


— President and Mrs. Nixon 
lunched, today with Queen Eliza- 
beth II at the country home of 
Britain's prime ministers—an 
interlude sandwiched between 
business c o n f e r e n c e s with 
Prime Minister Edward Heath. 


It was the first time the sover- 


eign had lunched at the estate, 
Chequers, and many Britons 
considered the precedent a spe- 
cial salute to the Nixons. 


Several hundred persons stood 


outside the main entrance of the 
estate, 30 miles northwest of 
London, as the queen arrived in 
her claret-colored Rolls-Royce 
limousine eight minutes behind 
schedule. She had broken a va- 
cation at Balmoral Castle in 
Scotland to attend the luncheon, 
and had flown to a nearby Roy- 
al Air Force base. 


"Peace" Signs 


A few in the crowd held aloft 


anti-American placards, mainly 
calling for peace in Vietnam. 


The queen and the Nixons ex- 


changed warm hand shakes at 
the stone-framed entrance to 
the Chequers manor house, 
went inside briefly, but strolled 
outside again after a few min- 
utes. They chatted amiably 
•about the weather and landscap- 
ing as they walked in the gar- 
den. 


Nixon and Heath had con- 


ferred for more than an hour! 
privately before the queen ar- 
rived. 


The prime minister told Nixon 


that under the terms of the 
agreement that made Chequers 
available to prime ministers 40 
years ago the property is to be 
used only for rest and recrea- 
tion. 


Breach of Trust 


"Our 
work 
today," 
said 


Heath, "I'm afraid, is a breach 
of this trust."' 


The President and prime min- 


ister conferred cr. major world 
issues ranging from the quest 
for peace in the Middle Ea&t 
and Vietnam to the European 
economic situation. Their top 
advisers met separately. 


The Nixons stopped in Britain 


for five hours en route from 
Spain to Ireland, final stop on a 
five-nation European tour. 


They had left Communist Yu- 


goslavia on Friday morning, 
and the queen asked Nixor- 
"How did you find President 
Tito?"

a man of 50," President Nixon 
replied. 


The queen told -the visiting 


American that her sister, Prin- 
cess Margaret, had spent a 
week in Yugoslavia last sum- 
mer and had reported "it was 
just marvelous." 


The monarch wore a coral 


wool coat and matching hat and 
a coral and white print dress. 


Peony Suit 


Mrs. TNTixon had on a peony 


red two-piece suit with skirt be- 
low the knee, a white blouse and 
black mink pillbox hat. 


The President sported a gray 


suit—not normally one of his fa- 
vorite colors, and the prime 
minister wore a pinstripe black 
suit. 


The sun emerged from threat- 


ening clouds just as the lunch- 
eon party stepped into the gar- 
den to walk among blooming 
red roses surrounded 1>y box- 
wood hedges. 


Nkon and Heath were alone 


the greater part of their prelun- 
cheon conference. The only oth- 
er person to join them, briefly, 
was Henry A. Kissinger, Nht 
on's special assistant for nation- 
al affairs. 


Time for a second conference 


was set aside after lunch—a 
rather full-fledged banquet of fi- 
let of sole with lobster, smokeri 
salmon, roast sirloin of beef 
with vegetables, and ice crearn 
with mangoes, strawberries and 
peaches. 


18 Guests 


Altogether 18 guests attended 


the luncheon, around a walnut 
table in the oak-panelled Che- 
quers dining room. Sunlight fiJ- 
tered through the leaded win- 
dows onto the 350-year-old pa- 
nelling. 


Burgundy and claret wines 


were served but there were no 
formal toasts or speeches. 


Nkon flew from London's 


Heathrow Airport by helicopter 
to Chequers after his arrival in 
Britain from Spain. 


Heath, who met Nixon twice 


in the past year and was guest 
of honor at a White House din- 
ner before he became prime 
minister, accompanied Nixon 
through cloudy, gusty, but dry 
skies. 


Advisers Meet 


While Nixon and Heath talked 


privately in the prime minis- 
ter's study, their key advisers, 
including U.S. Secretary 
of 


State William P. Rogers and 
British Foreign Secretary Sir

Alec Douglas-Home, met. 


Arriving at the estate, Nixon 


told Heath that a place in the 
country is good for a change be- 
cause, he said: "it clears your 
thinking." 


He said that is why he makes 


frequent use of Camp David, a 
retreat for American presidents 
in Maryland's Cacoctin Moun- 
tains. 


The 1,000-acre Chequers es- 


tate is near the small town of 
Wendover in Buckinghamshire, 
30 miles northwest of London. 


It clearly pleased the Presi- 


dent when the helicopter landed 
on the lawn with a great clatter 
and swirl of air from the blades. 


"I looked down on a beautiful 


forest," the President said of 
his ride from the airport. "It 
was just like Shangri-La, (a

He said Gold- 
en Eagle "told us the plane 
didn't belong to them." Golden 
Eagle provided the crew. 


The plane was a short-range 


airliner of a type built in the 
late /1940s and early 1950s. The 
plane impounded at Logan is a 
Martin 202, smaller version of 
the 404. 


Earlier Trouble 


One week ago, one of two 


planes chartered by Wichita 
State ran off the runway and 
was damaged. The second char- 
ter plane shuttled the team to 
Canyon, Tex., for its game with 
West Texas State University. 
University spokesmen said it 
was unknown whether the same 
planes were used for the trips to 
Texas and Utah. 


The ill-fated plane, with one 


engine smoking, crashed into 
the east side of 11,992-foot Love- 
land Pass about 800 feet below 
the summit, just below timber- 
line. 
'-"The plane tried forland on the 
highway in front of us," said 
Mrs. George Grunwald of Hunt- 
ington Beach, Calif., who was 
driving down the mountainside 
on winding U.S. 6 with her hus- 
band. "By the grace of God he 
zoomed up so he didn't hit us. 
He took a 45-degree turn and 
went over a little ledge on the 
side of the mountain."

Rev. Carl Mclntire and his fol- 
lowers, disappointed but un- 
daunted by the absence of South

ton today, praying and singing 
for victory in Vietnam. 


As many as a quarter-mil- 


lion had been expected for the 
march and rally at the base of 
the Washington Monument. But 
police prepared for a much 
smaller crowd after it was 
learned Mrs. Nguyen Cao Ky 
apparently will not attend. 


The on-again, off-again plans 


of the attractive Mrs. Ky kept 
rally sponsors and airline offi- 
cials hopping Friday amidst 
conflicting reports of her plans 
to fly here to read a speech 
written, by her husband, who or- 
iginally was to attend. 


Mrs. Ky was not aboard an 


Air France flight from Paris 
that landed in New York this 
morning, more than five hours 
late. She had boarded the plane 
earlier but got off when it re- 
turned to Paris with" engine 
trouble. Pleading fatigue, she 
did not reboard and was report- 
ed at the Ky residence in Paris. 


Urging a military victory over 


the communism they say threa- 
tens Christianity and the free- 
dom of Americans, Mctntire 
and his followers planned to 
march from near the Capitol 


down Pennsylvania Avenue to 
lie monument grounds. 


Scheduled speakers at the ral-

21 was the legal age limftlfor 
voting. 


The judges also said denying 


the right to vote to citizens be- 
tween 18 and 21 constitutes aa 
invidious discrimination in vio- 
lation of the 14th Amendment's 
equal-protection clause.

"The level of mercury in the 


air is very low compared to 
some other concentrations such 
as lead," he said.

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The New WSEA 


If the candidates for seats in the 


legislature in the November elections 
are watching, as they ought to be, they 
have observed that one of their most 
commanding problems if they are sworn 
in at Madison in January will be 
relations with the aggressively trans- 
formed Wisconsin State Employes 
Association. 


The WSEA has long been equivocally 


named. It is not a 
professional 


association of civil servants, as the 
corporate designation might suggest to 
the casual reader. It is a trade union, 
dominated by service employes of state 
institutions, most of them in the lower 
classifications of the service categories, 
and including relatively few of the more 
highly trained professional and semi- 
professional employes. 


But it is precisely because these men 


and women occupy so many in- 
dispensable jobs, as in the prisons, the 
mental 
hospitals, 
the 
physical 


operations of the universities and other 
major facilities, not to mention law 
enforcement, para-medical and many 
other sensitive positions, that the new 
militancy is a development that cannot 
be ignored by the chosen leaders and 
makers of state policy. 


The temper of the new leadership 


that triumphed in persuading the con- 
vention delegation to ratify its viewpoint 
at the recent Madison delegate con- 
vention is suggested by 
the un- 


ceremonious dismissal—in effect—of the 


manager of the association who has 
served it during most of its existence. 
Roy Kubista, for 36 years executive 
secretary, chose to resign when he was 
confronted with the humiliating demand 
that he surrender the right to manage 
his own headquarters office force to the 
members of the union board, all of whom 
are reguiariy employed elsewhere in 
state service. 


No one is likely to accept as a true 


and literal demand the resolution of the 
delegates for civil service pay boosts 
that are reliably calculated to require 
several hundreds of millions of dollars in 
additional payroll appropriations, and 
would compound an impending budget 
dilemma 
for 
the next state 
ad- 


ministration and legislature that is 
already awesome in its prospective 
dimensions. These are the preliminary 
postures and maneuvers with which we 
are familiar through long practice in 
American trade unionism. What is more 
perturbing is the possession of command 
positions by men and women who may 
ignore the statutory prohibition of 
strikes—and- court disastrous con- 
sequences in essential services that 
cannot be interrupted for even a day 
without dire peril. What this state and 
public employment in America as a 
whole desperately needs is a modus 
vivendi, striking a balance between the 
fair demands of civil service, and the 
right of the public to protection against 
walkouts where catastrophic con- 
sequences are predictable. 


Obstruction to Beget Suspension 


College presidents have come in for a 


good bit of criticism lately. Charges of 
ineptness, of caving in to the demands of 
the violent, of failure to promote basic 
American principles—those, and many 
others, have been hurled at these im- 
portant leaders of many of our country's 
schools of higher learning. 


How valid the charges are depends on 


a number of factors. Certain it is that it 
is .extremely unrealistic, as well as 
unfair, to generalize from what has 
happened on a few of the more 
prominent campuses. It is equally 
certain that the job of the college ad- 
ministrator today is no longer high on 
the list of sought-after professional 
positions. 


That latter fact, however, only un- 


derlines the strategic importance of the 
post, and the very vital need for men 
who can and will rise to the challenge, 
and handle it effectively. If you know of 
a college president who is doing a good, 


solid job of it, let him know your ap- 
preciation. 


For instance, President Lee S. 


Dreyfus 
of Stevens Point State 


University. According to an Associated 
Press release, Dr. Dreyfus has defined 
an important area of the university 
handbook dealing with the right of the 
teacher to teach and the student to learn. 


Briefly put, any student involved in 


activity which "prevents a 
faculty 


member or student from entering or 
leaving a classroom, laboratory or of- 
fice" will face an automatic one-year 
academic suspension. This includes 
unauthorized occupancy by students of 
university buildings. 


In such charges of "unathorized 


occupancy against a student," Dreyfus 
said, a "hearing tribunal at the 
university will make a finding of fact." 
Disciplinary action for anyone found 
guilty "must be suspension." 


All of which sounds like plain, old- 


fashioned common sense. 


Discrimination in Military Services 


More than a year ago a high ranking 


officer in the United States Marines 
publicly acknowledged that there were 
severe racial conflicts in that branch of 
the service and called for considerable 
efforts to overcome the problem. But 
they are continuing, and all branches of 
the military service are involved. 


About two weeks ago a special 


Pentagon team headed by Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense Frank 
Render started a tour of military bases 
in England, Spain, Italy and Germany, 
and so far has conducted interviews with 
hundreds of black and white servicemen 
about the problem. Those who consented 
to be interviewed were assured they 
would in no way be intimidated. 


However, the investigation has run 


into problems in Germany. Black 
members of three activist organizations 
at Heidelberg insist they will boycott the 
proceedings because they feel there are • 
chances of retaliation by military 
authorities. The blacks had requested 
that the meetings be held off base 
without attendance by Seventh Army 
officials. But the Pentagon group has 
limited the number of interviewees to 25 
and has arranged that the meeting be 
held on base. Blacks claim it will be 
monitored by army officers. 


Black claims of discrimination in- 


clude charges of double standards for 
promotion and punishment, local 
discrimination in some countries which 
they blame upon the white American 
military for importing, and the con- 
tinued discrimination and poverty in the 
United States. Soldiers are becoming 


increasingly well organized in the Black 
Action Group, the Black United Soldier 
and the Black Defense Group. There 
probably are members in every 
American military base around the 
world and some members are beginning 
to question whether they should fight for 
the United States or serve in the military 
as long as discrimination continues. 


Discrimination is difficult to prove 


especially in the area of promotion and 
punishment where it may be un- 
conscious. There is a higher percentage 
of blacks in the military service than the 
percentage in the American population 
would warrant. The reasons are many: 
fewer blacks than whiles go on to higher 
education so do not get student defer- 
ments, some prefer to enter the military 
service because of difficulties getting 
employment, the draft system tends to 
hit the poor and uneducated harder than 
the more affluent and the percentage of 
blacks in those categories is high. 


In recent years blacks in both 


military and civilian life have tended to 
turn away from pushing for integration, 
at least in social life, and prefer their 
own company if only because they detect 
discrimination. All of this is leading 
toward a polarization, what the com- 
mittee studying urban disorders warn- 
ed, of two American societies, one 
black and one white. 


Despite such studies and such efforts 


as being made by the Pentagon team, we 
do not seem to be making much head- 
way. The racial lines appear to be 
hardening with the ever-growing danger 
of more violence.

Butnowthatthose21,000 are 


laid off, eventually, if the 
strike is as long as is forecast, 
the supply of parts available 
to other makers will dwindle, 
and their own production will 
slow down. Auto makers are 
not noted for charity in the 
face of slow production, so 
that undoubtedly will result in 
layoffs of men at Ford and 
Chrysler. 


Others to be Hurt 


General Motors uses 10 


million toR^pf steel each year. 
In trie event of a two-month 
strike, a sizeable dent will be 
put in the market on which the 
steel companies, and their 
workers from miners on up, 
rely. The same is true for 
other metals such as copper, 
and for the many plastics and 
fabrics that go into auto 
production. 
Lack 
of 
a 


sustained market in these 
feeder industries could result 
in many more layoffs around 
the country. 


Some of the losses are 


these: GM and its dealers are 
losing $90 million a day in 
sales; UAW members are 
losing more than $60 million a 
week in wages; companies 
that supply GM with parts 
and materials are losing $200 
million a week. The tax loss to 
communities around the 
nation amounts to about $100 
million a week. 


Aside from thousands of 


local disputes ranging from 
length of coffee breaks to 
amount of washup time per 
mitted to location of drinking 
fountains, there are three 
main issues at stake in the 
negotiations in Detroit. They 
are wage increases, cost-of- 
living increases and pensions. 


Seek Cost of Living Pay 


The United Auto Workers is 


demanding 61.5 cents per hour 
during the first year of any 
new contract, above the 
average wage of $4.05 an hour 
now. The company is offering 
an increase of 38 cents. 


The UAW wants cost-of- 


living pay increases to match 
the rise in cost of living, 
percentage point for per- 
centage point But GM is of- 
fering a limit of 28 cents an 
hour over three years. 


One of the stickiest points, 


and the point on which many 
members feel the union has 
staked its reputation, is what 
the UAW calls "30 and out" 
That means that a man would 
have the right to retire at full 
pension of $500 a month after 
spending 30 years working for 
the company, no matter how 
old he is. GM is agreeable to a 
$500 pension, but insists a man 
must beat least 58 years old in 
addition to having 30 years 
under his belt 


If a man wants to retire 


earlier, under the campany's 
offer, he can—but he gets $40 
knocked off his pension each 
month for every year under 
58. 


Thus, if a worker retires 


after 30 years at the age of 57, 
under the company offer, he 
would get a pension of $460. At 
56, his pension would be $420.

Voters are not 
accustomed to observing them 
as carefully as others. They 
work in a veritable vacuum.

chances are that he will have 
trouble remembering his 
name. But he is quite aware of 
his city ward alderman. 


Nevertheless, the county 


board 
is 
composed ' of 


politicians who offered their 
services without solicitation, 
who like their jobs, and who 
want to hold them. They will 
respond to what their con- 
stituents want, if those con- 
stituents know what they 
want, and communicate it. 
This is now being shown in the 
reluctant acceptance of the 
idea of county executive in the 
larger counties. There is an 
aphorism 
in 
statehouse 


politics that applies aptly: 


If they cannot see the light 


they will feel the heat.

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Some Demand Effort Now
